OH, THE BOOKS that could be written about this roiling feud 
between Amazon and the Hachette Book Group. (Though where

Ina rare public statement on May 27 
addressing the “business interruption,” 
Amazon expressed regret to its custom- 
ers while also reminding them that 
Hachette is part of a “$10 billion media 
conglomerate” and not the equivalent of 
You've Got Mail’s Shop Around the Corner. 
“When we negotiate with suppli- 
ers, we are doing so on behalf of 
customers,” the statement read, 
before inviting customers to 
seek Hachette titles elsewhere. 
(Ina shrewd move, the Books-A- 
Million homepage is now offer- 
ing customers up to 30 percent 
off on Hachette preorders.) 
Many authors have slammed 
Amazon, which has a history of 
playing hardball with suppliers. 
In 2010, for example, it temporarily 
pulled books from Maemillan Publishers 
ina similar game of chicken. (Details of 
their eventual agreement were not 
released.) Hachette best-selling author 
Jeffery Deaver—who calls Amazon's 
negotiating tactics “repugnant, distaste- 
ful, and tawdry”—has seen his novel The 
Skin Collector become part of the feud’s 
collateral damage. He says Amazon ran 
banner ads on his book's page for novels 
by other writers in his genre at deeper 
discounts. “When Amazon says they're 
doing this for their customers, I find that 
incredible,” Deaver tells EW. “Do we 


really believe that whatever money they 
save because of a deal with Hachette or 
any other publisher is going to be passed 
on to consumers? Their customers are 
better served by viable publishers that 
can find talent and have the money and 
resources to acquire new authors or 
work with existing authors to create the 
best-quality books they can.” Fellow 
Hachette author James Patterson, who 
last September pledged to give 
$1 million of his own money to indepen- 
dent bookstores across the country, also 
recently went public with his concerns. 
“[Amazon] wants to control bookselling, 


book buying, and even book publishing, 
and that is a national tragedy,” he told a 
rapt publishing crowd at the BookExpo 
America convention in New York City on 
May 29. (Amazon declined to comment 
beyond its original statement.) 

All this publishing-industry chatter 
seems to be echoing loud enough for even 
average readers to hear, at least accord- 
ing to Julie Wernersbach of Austin’s 
beloved independent store BookPeople. 
“T've been surprised by how many cus- 
tomers are aware of the dispute and are 
talking to us about it,” she says, “mention- 
ing online that they’re supporting their 
indie instead of Amazon. This sort of 
hullabaloo has happened before, but it’s 
never quite broken through like this with 
customer awareness.”

What’s Next for Thrones

CAN GAME OF THRONES top itself once 
again? The HBO fantasy hit is already 
arguably having its best year: Critics are 
swooning over season 4 (it’s averaging 
an astonishing 94 out of 100 on review 
aggregator Metacritic), fans are watch- 
ing in record numbers (it's averaging 
18 million ac Il platforms), and 
it’s coming off a brutally buzzy head- 
squishing episode on June 1. (You also 
don’t need Melisandre to foretell that 
there's a shower of Emmy nominations 
ahead on July 10. If there’s any justice, 
Peter Dinklage will have to make more 
room on his mantel.) But June 8's pen- 
ultimate hour is Thrones’ most ambitious 
ever, ditching the usual location-hopping 
format to focus on one thing: the biggest 
war sequence in the show’s history, as 
Jon Snow (Kit Harington) protects the 
Wall from wildling forces, including his 
exlove Ygritte (Rose Leslie). “It’s tricky 
{to film], because there is no Wall [in real 
life,” says exee producer David Benioff. 
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To do that, producers expanded the 
show’s usual Wall set to allow for 
running and fighting on the structure, 
which is designed to appear as if it’s 
700 feet high, and there are also 
staged ground battles that include CGI 
monstrosities such as giants. “The scale 
is bigger than anything I’ve seen on 
Thrones,” says Harington, whose char- 
acter takes on a desperately needed 
leadership role during the bloody battle. 
“Normally fight scenes are kept minimal 
and realistic, but we were able to get 
flashier and show some of our skills.” For 
the finale, Thrones will then spread out to 
the rest of Westeros. Showrunners 
Benioff and D.B. Weiss promise they 
won't hold back there, either, “It’s the 
best finale we've ever done, bar none,” 
they tell EW in a joint email. “We're 
immensely proud and alittle intimidated 
by the episode, because now we have to 
get back to the business of season 5 and 
figure out a way to [beat] it.” 


Star Wars 
Lands Its 
Ladies 


For all the cool creatures and 
characters in that galaxy far, far 
away, remarkably few have 
been female.

Sex-abuse allegations against director Bryan Singer 
didn’t hurt X-Men’s box office. Here’s why. 


WHEN DIRECTOR Bryan Singer was 
sued last month for allegedly sexually 
assaulting a young man more than a 
decade ago, the press immediately 
began to speculate—not about Singer's 
innocence or guilt, but about how 
deeply the scandal would damage the 
box office of X-Men: Days of Future Past.

We stayed in touch after film- 
ing ended, and | had the pleasure 
of staying with her for a little 
while at her home. She was never 
uncomfortable in any situation, 
but to see her in her own sur- 
roundings, in her own zone, was 
very moving, She knew who she 


was, and | could relate to that in 
my own way. She was always 
working to instill values in those 
she called “her children,” and 
everyone was her child. 

Her literary work is a gift that 
we can never repay, and even 
though she is gone, her work will 
continue for generations to come. 
She has left it not to me, but to 
the world.

Ball weekend; backstage at Atlanta's

celebration; or in our friend's kitchen, 
where she was whipping up a mouth- 
watering batch of jerk chicken—her 
generosity of spirit was infectious 
and empowering.

SPOILER ALERT: Everything that happens on Masters of Sex is on 


Wikipedia. (Well, mostly.) The real-life research and romance of William Masters 
and Virginia Johnson, the pioneering sexologists at the heart of Showtime's 


provocative 1950s-set drama, have been well chronicled, so the answer 

to last fall's passionate will-they-or-won't-they cliff-hanger is just a click away, 
But when it comes to the union of the celebrated researchers, it's the how, 
not the what, that makes Masters (returning for season 2 on July 13) one of 


this summer's smartest shows—in spite of what it’s called. “I 
had fears that people would judge the title as a lurid pay 
cable show, but I knew it would get people's attention,” recalls 
Showtime president David Nevins. “People instantly got it, 
and we were off and running.” 

The critically lauded first season introduced viewers to 
grouchy gynecologist Bill Masters (Michael Sheen) and his 
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assistant Virginia Johnson (Lizzy Caplan), whose gentle yin to 
Bill’s rough-edged yang helped recruit participants for the 
pair's hush-hush studies on human sexuality. Emotions grew 
complicated when they began having sex with each other—for 
academic reasons, of course—and in the finale, a desperate 
Bill showed up on Virginia's doorstep with a declaration of 
love after the hospital booted him for his scandalous research.

“He's a nomad now, a king without a 
kingdom,” says Sheen of Bill in season 2, 
which picks up immediately after the 
finale. “He’s physically exploring, in 
terms of a new job and a home for the 
study, but also exploring who he is when 
everything that he thought described 
him is taken away.” With Bill unmoored 
and unemployed, Virginia continues her 
cervical-cancer research for an increas- 
ingly ill Dr. Lillian DePaul (Julianne 
Nicholson). “There's this beautiful love 
story between Virginia and DePaul,” says 
Caplan. “The nuances of female friendship 
are frequently overlooked [on TV], but this 
relationship feels real. There's a lot of very 
sad stuff happening.” 

As history foretells, Johnson inevitably 
finds her way back to Masters as the study 
resumes—in an unexpected spot. “They're 
both cut adrift and end up ina part of 
the community that turns out to be 
pretty charged,” says showrunner Michelle 
Ashford. Their temporary home: an 
African-American hospital in St. Louis 
that ties in to the season’s exploration of 
the exploding civil rights movement. The new setting 
plus major changes in the personnel (see sidebar) reflect 
Ashford’s promise that each season—she hopes for five or 
six in total—will assume a radically different shape. “Bill 
and Virginia's careers changed, and they went from total 
obscurity to the front of Time magazine,” Ashford explains, 
adding that the show will jump from 1958 to 1960 in the 
second half of the season. 

As for the rest of the cast, expect a newborn-baby adven- 
ture for Masters’ lonely wife, Libby (Caitlin FitzGerald), 
matrimonial punishment for adulterous doctor Austin 
Langham (Teddy Sears), and another attempt by closeted 
university provost Barton Scully (Beau Bridges) to repair his 
relationship with tormented wife Margaret (Allison Janney). 

Though the real Masters and Johnson eventually got their 
happy ending, season 2's character ares will be decidedly 
darker. “Because it's a television show, it would be boring if 
Bill and Virginia were really good at figuring things out,” 
laughs Caplan. “They get into a lot of sticky situations.” She 
pauses. “So to speak.”

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TEPHEN KiNG What pulled you about this material? 
DAMON LINDELOF The book review that you wrote of 
The Leftovers was my first exposure to it. What I 
remember most was that you liked it a lot and 
you also said that it was like a great episode of The 
Twilight Zone that you'd never seen. And my initial 
intrigue was like, “Tom Perrotta wrote a genre 
book? What is that going to look like?” Any time an 
artist goes outside of their comfort zone, we feel like 
we've nailed them and then you go, “Oh my God, 
van Gogh painted a clown on velvet?”

UNDELOF Yeah, exactly! What really pulled me into 
the book was this idea of, okay, so 2 percent of the 
world’s population disappeared—this book is only 
2 percent genre, you know? We're just going to say 
this event happened, it happened three years ago, so 
the book is not about the immediate aftermath and 
all the rioting and the instability and craziness. It's 
going to basically adopt the premise of: The world 
has almost ended, didn’t end, and now we're back to 
playing softball, paying our taxes, going to school. If 
you look outside the window, it'll look like it does 
right now.

loved or merely tolerated his past few efforts as a 
leading man, he's never given less than everything 
he has.

Cruise plays Maj. William Cage, a military PR 
officer whose only knowledge of combat is the kind 
he’s had with reporters in the spin room. He's a 
smooth-talking coward with a smug grin. As the 
film opens, we're barraged with a series of TV news 
bulletins giving us the latest on an apocalyptic inva- 
sion of Earth by a slithery race of calamari-looking 
aliens called Mimics, Cage appears on air to 
reassure humanity that these new foes can be 
beaten, pointing to the heroics of Rita Vrataski 
(Emily Blunt), a fearless soldier anointed with the 
nickname “Angel of Verdun.” But when a general 
(Brendan Gleeson) wants to embed Cage on the 
front lines, he unsuccessfully tries to chicken out 
and gets Tased by an MP. The screen fades to 
black. When he comes to, he’s being barked at by a 
Southern-fried sergeant (Bill Paxton) who strong- 
arms him into joining a suicide mission, He bites it 
on the battlefield almost immediately. The screen 
fadesto black again. And Cage wa 
beginning. What's going on here? 

Like Groundhog Day or Source Code, Doug Liman’s 
Edge of Tomorrow is one of those time-loop thrillers 
where a reluctant hero has to relive the same events 
over and over, videogame-style, learning a little 
more each time until he can get it all right (see side- 
bar). It's not the most original setup, to be sure, but 
what makes this particular celluloid Mébius 
bend in on itself with such seamlessness is the 
cheeky airtight logic of Christopher McQuarrie, Jez 
Butterworth, and John-Henry Butterworth’s 
script—and the stars. While Cruise sells the déja vu 
contraption with his usual single-minded deter- 
mination, it’s Blunt who emerges as the who-knew 
wild card. We tend to think that stars of Cruise's 
magnitude are either unwilling or constitutionally 
unable to let their female costars share the glow. But

In the opening voice-over of the funny, 
sweet, three-hankie tearjerker The Fault in 
Our Stars, Shailene Woodley’s terminally ill

about to see. “I believe we have a choice in 
this world about how to tell sad stories,” she 
says. “On the one hand, you can sugarcoat 
it—nothing is too messed up that it can’t be 
fixed with a Peter Gabriel song.

four decades since Love Story turned young 
love doomed by cancer into saccharine 
Hallmark hooey.

Carbonara 


A new edition of the Man With No Name 
Trilogy reminds us how Mr. Eastwood first 
made one for himself. sy JEFF LABRECQUE 


LINT EASTWOOD is so synonymous 
with the Hollywood Western that it’s 
easy to forget how unlikely his break- 
through was. Five decades ago, the icon 
was just a 34-year-old second fiddle 
who landed in A Fistful of Dollars only 
after Charles Bronson and James 
Coburn passed on the little Italian- 
directed “spaghetti Western,” based on 

a Japanese samurai movie and filmed mostly in Spain. 

Atthe time, the American movie Western was creatively 
dead, and three of the top TV shows—Wagon Train, 
Bonanza, and Gunsmoke—were uninspired genre stalwarts. 
So when Eastwood's grizzled stranger rode into town in 
1964, coolly turning his back on an abused woman and her 
tormented child, a new type of antihero was born—one 
who would go on to revitalize not only the Western but 
the entire action genre. Shane was dead. Long live the 
Man With No Name. 

From its Bond-inspired opening credits to its operatic 
violence to Ennio Morricone's indelible score, director 
Sergio Leone's Fistful was a shock to the 
European audiences immediately responded, and 
Eastwood and Leone quickly reteamed for a spiritual 
sequel, For a Few Dollars More. Eastwood played a 
different character, Manco—contrary to popular belief, 
all his Leone characters had actual names—but he once 
again wore the serape, chewed a cheroot, and squinted 
more often than he spoke. 

Both films broke records in Italy, but it wasn’t until 
1967 that American audiences finally got to see them. 
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United Artists released the first two movies in advance of 
The Good, the Bad and the Ugly, the third and final Leone/ 
Eastwood collaboration. That bigger-budgeted prequel 
reunited Eastwood with his Few Dollars costar Lee Van 
Cleef and welcomed Eli Wallach for a three-hour epic 
about buried Civil War gold that ends Mexican 
standoff. Quentin Tarantino has called it “the best-directed 
film of all time,” and from Reservoir Dogs to Django 
Unchained, you can see Leone's influence, like a coating of 
dust, on Tarantino's entire oeuvre. Of the three films, 
Fistful is the purest—in both style and story—and Ugly 
is the most indulgent. Fortunately, though, Ugly is now 
beautiful. The film has been remastered for Blu-ray, and 
the sheer heat of the barren country pulsates off the 
screen. There's no need to upgrade if you already have the 
2010 trilogy collection, which includes the same extras, 
but this is the best Eastwood collection yet. 


How to Eat 
New People 


A superb cannibalism horror 
comedy—starring Guy Pearce— 
arrives on Blu-ray, BY JOE McGOVERN 


Fifteen years ago, a macabre and original 
horror movie obliterated genre conven- 
tions and got pretty much zero credit 
for it. Abandoned by its studio, panned 
by critics, and ignored by audiences, 
Ravenous (1999, 1 hr, 41 mins., R) has 
nonetheless slow-cooked into a cult dish— 
a fitting destiny for a film that espouses 
the curative powers of human flesh. Set 
in Northern California, 1847, the film 
stars Guy Pearce (Memento) as a military 
captain who encounters a famished 
stranger (the smirking Full Monty star 
Robert Carlyle) who has just escaped from 
a snowbound pioneer group that resorted 
to eating one another. 

From there, Ravenous embarks on 
dangerous, unpredictable paths, breast- 
stroking through geysers of gore as the 
bodies pile up on the dining-room table, 
each served with a delectable side of 
gallows humor. Sample dialogue: “He was 


tough, but then, a good soldier ought to 
be.” Director Antonia Bird (Priest), who 
never made another feature film before 
her death in 2013, stuffs the screen with 
sumptuous images of savagery and 
elevates the lusty, sinful appetites of its 
male characters into a metaphor for 
American hubris and gluttony. The 
soundtrack by Michael Nyman (The Piano) 
and Damon Albarn of Blur—itself a quiet 
cult phenom—is a spooky concoction of 
banjos and violins that blend with the 
movie's dark sareasm. In an age of fast- 
food horror films, Ravenous is that rare and 
well-seasoned meal that leaves you hungry 
for more. Eat it up. A

At 
a time when women make up only 26 percent of computing jobs, 
Cameron could be the ultimate female fantasy, too: a boy 
outlier who happens to look like Mary Stuart Masterson in Some 
ind of Wonderful. Yet ther 
sting Cameron as a glass-ceiling breaker when her character 
isn’t any more progressive than a nuclear-physicist Bond girl. Joe 
needs her at his company, Cardiff Electric, to help him compete in 
the personal-computing race. She may be smart, but she doesn’t 
pose any real threat to the male hero because she’s mostly there 
to aidhim in achieving his dreams. 

Granted, there weren’t many women at the forefront of per- 
sonal computing: But that makes Halt and Catch Fire's portrayal 
feel more strange. The only other woman here is Donna (Kerry 
Bishé), who built an early computer in the’70s with her husband, 
Gordon (Scoot McNairy). The couple's story mirrors that of 
Dorothy and Gary Kildall, who created an early operating 
stem that was wiped out by IBM's PC DOS. Dorothy was a 
pioneer, but Donna is just a scold, trying to stop Gordon from 
taking a job with Joe because he needs to make more money for 
the family. As they argue about his prospects, Gordon brings up 
the Symphonic—their masterpiece—and their kids interrupt to 
ask what that is. “It's a silly computer that Mommy and Daddy 
built that didn't work,” Donna says. Gordon corrects her: “The 
Symphonic was the best thing your dad ever did.” You can 
practically hear Dorothy Kildall’s place in history getting erased. 

Donna and Cameron are just characters; they shouldn't have 
to represent the best and brightest of all womankind. And it's 
hard to judge them by the pilot alone. But let's hope future epi- 
sodes reveal more complex minds, and that other hackergrrrls 
will follow. Until then, we don’t need any more Camerons reverse 
engineering IBM computers on TV. If anything needs to be 
reverse engineered, it's the tired clichés behind her character.

Miranda Lambert doesn’t suffer fools. 
Remember her first big hit, 2005's “Kero- 
sene,” where she got back at a two-timing ex 
by burning down his house? You might not 
think a woman like that would be capable of 
laughing things off. But on Platinum, an old- 
school country wisecracker that’s one of her 
all-time bests, she’s funny as hell. 

Lambert co-wrote most of the album, and 
her one-liners rank alongside Dolly Parton's 
classics and your favorite novelty joke books. 
On the dry-witted title track, she claims that 
she dyes her hair platinum to match her 
records because “what doesn’t kill you/Only 
makes you blonder.” (Somebody 
please embroider that on a tie- 
front top!) The Western-saloon- 
style “Gravity's a Bitch” finds her 
thinking about getting older and 
saggier, anticipating those years 
when you fall on your ass and “you 
wonder, ‘How the hell’dit get down 
here?’” But she saves her best

zingers for the cheeky two-step “Priscilla,” in 
which she begs Priscilla Presley for advice on 
staying “married to a man who's married to 
attention.” (The real Mr. Miranda Lambert, 
country heartthrob and Voice coach Blake 
Shelton, probably choked on his sarsaparilla 
when he heard that.) Reading through the 
tabloids, Lambert makes light of rumors that 
her guy isn’t faithful: “We had to put up agate/ 
To find time to procreate/At least that’s what. 
I read.... Didn't know I was his bodyguard/ 
And I shouldn't have to play the part/At least 
when we're not in bed.” 

“Priscilla” isn’t just another one of those 
cheatin’-heart revenge songs that Lambert 
does so well. It's a straight-talk session 
between two grown women. Lambert has said 
that turning 30 last year made her feel more 
accountable for her actions, and Platinum 
sounds like the work of an artist who's bent on 
making her own decisions—whether that 
means trading pop-country for bluegrass (“All 
That's Left”), oompah (“Two Rings Shy”), and 
Appalachian folk (“Old Shit") or choosing a 
radio single that’s not a love song. “Automatic” 
has her railing against instant-gratification 
culture—a thoughtful argument, but maybe 
not a popular one among fans who just want 
something to blast while they're pounding 
Randaritas at ladies’ night. 

And yet, deep down, Platinum is still a ginl's- 
girl album. At a time when the country charts 
are stuffed with baseball-capped dudes begging 
ladies to get into their trucks, that’s part of what 
makes it so fresh. Lambert mostly works with 
female songwriters here, including Ashley 
Monroe, Natalie Hemby, and Nicolle Galyon, 
and the latter two tackle young parenthood 
so vividly on “Babies Makin’ Babies,” you can. 
practically hear the Maytag microwave hum- 
ming in the background. Lambert plays the 
perfect Thelma to Carrie Underwood's Louise 
on the scorcher “Somethin' Bad,” and her 
cover of Audra Mae's “Little Red Wagon” feels 
like a sisterly bump for the undersung starlet.

ERMAN KOCH explores the 
human psyche the way 
tongue pokes at a canker sore:

‘What was the worst part about the trip? 
Not getting picked up is the only thing 
I didn’t imagine. You keep thinking, “I 
don't think I'm going to get killed, but 
this might take six months! Suppose 
someone never picks me up.” I had 
that fantasy, which is a different kind 
of terror. Death by tedium. Once 
you've been waiting for hours, you 
would get in a Volkswagen with Ted 
Bundy with a cast on his arm. 

Did you ever want to just give in? 
What could I give in to? The worst

place was Bonner Springs [Kansas]. 
T remember being in hell standing 
there for 10 hours. I think that’s the 
day I said to my assistant, “I have 
to drink my own urine now.” ’Cause 
Thad no water left and I had to 
trudge all the way back into that 
horrible town. So yeah, there was 
despair, but I didn’t think I was 
gonna die. I had to go get water and 
then sit in the Taco Bell and eat, 
praying someone would recognize 
me, and nobody did. 

So were you recognized much or not? 
In the motels nobody recognized 
me—well, a clerk, sometimes they 
did, but not in those breakfast rooms 
when | went down in the morning. 
The grimness of those breakfast 
rooms, with those free horrible stale 
doughnuts and coffee, and like every 
person sitting there staring straight 
ahead at the TV. 

It couldn’t have been that bad. 

The food was so terrible. New Yorkers 
would kill themselves if they even 
saw the “white-bread frozen bagels.” 
What's the one thing you never 
thought about before the experience? 
Elimination. I didn’t eat a lot or drink 
a lot because you can’t say to people, 
“Pull over” if you have to pee all the 
time and get on the person's nerves. 
When a car stopped to pick you up, 

did you assess the driver and the 
passengers before you got in? 

My exercise in writing has always 
been: Sit in an airport, watch a plane 
land, and watch the people come out 
of the gate. I play a game where I do 
an instant three-sentence biography 
of each person. To me, when you get 
ina car, you can't help but do that 

a little, to think, “What world am I 
getting into?” The drivers do the 
same. Like, most people didn’t expect 
to pick up a film director. They 
expected to pick up a homeless man. 
So folks were kind? 

People tried to give me money every- 
where because they thought I was 
homeless. And these were poor 
people.... I say in the book, “I believe 
in the basic goodness of people.” 
That's about as spiritual as I can get.
